WORK OF .SUBMARINES^ 


(Philadelphia Record )~ 


The -vagaries of several inscrutabl5 


overnments permit us to know some 
Jungs about the, submarine ravages. 
but not all the things. Why anything 
at all should be published while a 
full statement of the facts is not per- 
mitted is one of tbe things that no 
cue outside of a government office 
can find out. As a good deal is 
inown about the ravages of submar- 
ines, it would hearten the people of 
all nations fighting against Germany 
to Know how fast the lost ships are 
being replaced, but that informa- 
tion is being closely guarded. 


Professor Dixon, of tbe University 


of Glasgow, has compiled a list of 
n6urral \essels sunk by mines and 
by torpedoes together v.ith their 
capacity so far as he could ascertain 
it. It shows the destruction of 849 
vessels, of a tonnage, so far as can 
be ascertained, of 1.6r>3,6!4. But the 
total tonnage down to date is proo- 
ably 2.000,000, as Professor Diion 
could not learn tbe tonnage of some 
of the vessels. 
Taking the larger 


tonnage figures, the average tonnage 
of the vessels destroyed was 222... 
The German figures of tonnage de- 
stro>ed mvohe an average of tv.o 
or, three times as large as this. 


A large part of these were not the 


victims of submarines, but of mines. 
Professor Dixon's table shows 1*- 
vessels mined, and 697 x torpedoed. 
These be n remembered, were not 
the propert> 'of enemies of Germany, 
but of neutrals; 436 were Norwe- 
gian 114 Danish. 101 Swedish, and 
64 Dulcli.
